Now is an opportune time for the so- 
lution of the grade-crossing controversy, 

, according to FE. B. Pryor, one of the 
receivers of the Wabash Railroad. A 

: conference is to be held next week with 
‘ the Board of Public Improvements to 
consider plans for the elimination of 
grade crossings, he told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday. 
Pryor read with much interest an ed- 
itorial in the Post-Dispatch Wednesday 
evening suggesting that grade crossings 
be eliminated by the Wabash west of 
Union avenue, including the crossings 
which affect the two main north en- 
trances to Forest Park west of King’s 
highway, and at Delmar boulevard. 
Pryor and W. K. Bixby, two of the 
three receivers of the Wabash, live in 
St. Louis.

for approaches, which should have been finished

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THE EARLY BIRD. 

Though one dying leave a will he cannot pass 

on into the beyond with the consoling thought 
that his estate will not, sooner or later, be levied 
upon by « fee-cnes.ng Public *dministrator. Ex- 
ecutors, like testators, are mortal. Here is a case 
in point. Sylvester J. Fisher died Tuesday after- 
noon. Notice of his death was published in the 
morning papers. The Who’s Who compiled for 
the exclusive use of the Public Administrator’s 
office showed that Fisher was executor of the 
$148,000 estate of Mrs. Mary B. Parker, who died 
in 1909. 
. The Public Administrator clapped on his hat 
and hurried to the Probate Clerk’s office, arriving 
there 20 minutes before the official beginning of 
the business day, and formally filed pepers 6° 
ministration on the Parker estate. 

Naming an executor before you die defers, but 
does not obviate the interferenc> of Public 
Administrator. 

The evils of this system have been made & 
clear in many instances that there is an over- 
whelming demand that the office of Public Ad- 
ministrator be placed on a salary instead of a fee 
basis. 
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HUSBAND-MURDER EPIDEMIO. 

Ex-Lieutenant-Governor C. P. Johnson attrib- 
utes the amazing increase of late in the murder 
of husbands by wives to the spread of the suf- 
frage movement. He presents his argument in 
such a way as to avoid the necessity of showing 
that women who embrace the new doctrine of 
equality are more apt to kill their husbands than 
other women. He contends that the effect is 
psychological. The setting up of new standards in- 
volves a drifting away from the old. With a 
clearer perception of what is their due, women 
have a keener sense of grievance under domestic 
infelicity and greater daring in resentment. 

He can hardly make his case. Some of the 
women sovereigns of history, invested with the 
masculine prerogative of rule, have run largely 
to homicide, but hardly more so than many men 
sovereigns. If there is a relation of cause ani 
effect between greater independence for women 
and busband murder, why hasn't “new woman” 
psychology given us a longer list of husband mur- 
ders in Wyoming, where full equality has been in 
effect since 18697 It may be a case of the op- 
pressed, stirred by depiction of their wrongs, ris- 
ing against oppressors. Why, however, should op. 
pressed women be more inclined to rise when 
emancipation is almost in sight than when their 
prospéct seemed hopeless? 

The real reason probably !s that “mimicry” to 
whieh Mr. Johnson attributes the epidemic of 
confessions. One vicious woman who murders her 


husband may supply a suggestio:. to many less 
‘Vielous but equally unhappy women.

THE UNITED STATES OF CHINA. 

Dr. Ng Poon Chew is making an eloquent ap- 
peal for American sympathy in behalf of the 
Chinese Republic. He says the American Re- 
public is the only nation to which the Chinese 
can look for aid in their effort to establish free 
government. 

No encouragement can be expected from Eu- 
rope. Every one of the strong European nations 
has taken advantage of China’s weakness to 
steal good harbors and valuable territory. Every 
one has exploited China. Naturally, the mon- 
archies of Europe do not want a powerful re- 
public dominating Asia and not only teaching the 
Asiatics how to govern themselves, but pro- 
tecting them from European encroachment. 

Japan naturally regards with disfavor the 
progress of China to renewed organized strength 
under free republican institutions. It is a men- 
ace to the Japanese monarchy and Japanese dom- 
ination of Asia. 

The irony of Dr. Ng cuts like a knife when he 
tells how China has been taught by Christian na- 
tions that might is right and has been forced 
to study the arts of war in order to protect her 
resources from the bandit nations of Christian 
civilization. China has learned under the tute- 
lage of the followers of the Prince of Peace that 
the best nation is that which can kill the most 
people in the shortest time, with the least ex- 
pense. | 

The United States has not robbed China. We 
alone have played the part of a friend and have 
refused to join the European, plunderbund which 
seeks to crush and dismember the ancient empire. 
Now is the time to prove our friendship and 
demonstrate the sincerity of our devotion to the 
principles of free government. We should en- 
courage the aspiration of the Chinese. We should 
give them @ffective sympathy and co-operation. 
At the earliest possible moment we should recog- 
nize the Republic of China. The Manchu dynasty 
is a thing of the past and the time is ripe for 
the acceptance of the republic. 

The future of Asia beiongs to China. That 
populous country organized into a powerful na- 
tion will dominate the continent. We should 
yail with joy the prospect that the dominant na- 
tion of Asia will enjoy and exemplify the bless- 
ings of liberty and will nourish democracy. The 
dream of Dr. Ng that the United States of Amer- 
ica and the United States of China, bound to- 
gether in amity, will insure peace and progress in 
the Orient may become a reality.

HANGING ON. 

The latest official reports of United Railways 
debt reduction show that the straphangers of St. 
Louis. are a great financial power. They can bring 
on the millennium for themselves and all con- 
cerned simply by hanging on, as they have been 
doing. In St. Louis and every other city, publie 
utilities, capitalized on the expectation of increas- 
ing future use, will be in a position to become 
public benefactors, as soon as public use increases 
sufficiently to supply the cash they did not have 
to begin on. When the public pays off their 
bondholders, they can accommodate the publie 
luxuriously and have increasing millions of net 
profits for their stockholders. 5 

This millennium will come as soon as they are 
actually “financed.” As financing demands real 
cash, it is being supplied so fast by increasing 
public use that nothing except new processes of 
watering can prevent the end of existing condi- 
tions from being reached. Once on a cash basis, 
the managers of public utilities can afford to be 
philanthropists and public benefactors. All that 
is needed to make them so is patience on the 
part of straphangers and others who must hang 
onto such problems whether they like it or not.
